10/712,513 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
method for selectively binding a neutral, a positively-charged or a negatively-charged molecule 
by contacting the molecule with a porphyrin macrocycle having one or more carboranyl groups 
linked thereto by carbon-carbon bonding, wherein the porphyrin macrocycle has the formula I as 
set forth in claim 1 , and wherein the selective binding between the molecule and the porphyrin 
macrocycle occurs through either a) coordination to a pentacoordinated or hexacoordinated metal 
ion in the core of the porphyrin macrocycle, b) electrostatic interaction with one or more 
carboranyl groups on the porphyrin macrocycle or c) pie-pie (if^Tf ) interaction with the 
porphyrin macrocycle, and wherein one of the types of selective binding between the molecule 
and the porphyrin macrocyle as set forth in a)-c) only occurs when one of the following 
conditions is met: d) the metal in the porphyrin macrocycle is iron, manganese, aluminum or tin, 
or e) at least one of R3, R4, R5 and R6 is a substituted phenyl having structure II and having at 
least one carboranyl group at R7 or Rl 1, or f) at least one of R3, R4, R5 and R6 is a substituted 
phenyl having structure II and having at least one carboranyl group that is a closo-carboranyl 
group.
